"Linkage" 
students begin two-year health- 
care programs in Tuscaloosa

Everything's coming up 
roses, or so it seems for just about 
everything associated with Shelton 
State recently. The inauguration of 
the Alabama Stage and Screen Hall 
of Fame Saturday night April 24 
hosted by Shelton State and Theatre 
Tuscaloosa was certainly no excep- 
tion. This song not only opened the 
festivities of the night it summed 
them up. 

The evening began with a si- 
lent auction where guests were in- 
vited to bid on items varying from a 



bottle of wine or lunch at a local 
restaurant to a week-long stay in 
London, England. After about an 
hour, everyone was ushered into the 
Bean Brown Theatre for the produc- 
tion numbers honoring the induct- 
ees and their induction into the Hall 
of Fame. 

The first inductee of the 
night was Tallulah Bankhead. She 
was born in Alabama at the turn of 
the century to a powerful political 
family. She first made her mark on 
the stage in London and later on the 
big screen in America in movies like 
The Little Foxes and Lifeboat. To-

day she is almost more infamous 
for her life off- screen than she is 
famous for her parts on-screen. Al- 
though this prominent actress died 
nearly 30 years ago, her presence 
was felt in the theatre that night. 
The thunderstorm brewing outside 
while her first cousin ("twice re- 
moved") Walter Grant accepted the 
award for her, typified how she had 
lead her life.

Why would anyone from 
Tuscaloosa want to travel almost 

a hundred miles to attend a com- 
munity college other than Shel- 
ton? 

One acceptable reason is that 
Shelton has implemented a new 

health professional program in 

conjunction with Wallace Stale 
Community College in 
Hanceville. 

The program will allow stu- 
dents to compete a first yearofcore 

curriculum classes ai Shelton, then 
lake a second year of studies in a 
particular field at Wallace of 
Hanceville. 

Why Hanceville rather than 
the University of Alabama at Bir- 
mingham? 

A similar linkage program 
used to be shared with UAB a few 
years back, but UAB dropped its 
program in favor of a four-year 
degree. Now steps in Hanceville to 
fill a void. 

Gerry Sasnelte of Hanceville 
said, "This linkage program is de- 
signed so that students iheir first 
year of core classes closer to home, 
as well as provide fields of study 
that Shelton does not offer." 

An associates degree in sci- 
ence can be earned in the following 
fields: clinical laboratory science, 
dental assisting, dental hygiene, 
diagnostic medical sonography, 
health information technology, hu- 
man services, medical assistant, 



occupational therapy assistant, 

physical therapist assistant, radio- 
logic technology, and sports sci- 
ence. 

Evelyn Melee, the linkage 
coordinator at Shelton. is enthusi- 
astic about the possibilities this 
program provides for Shelton stu- 
dents and potential students. 
"People over 65 usually require 
three limes as much health care as 
people under 65. With the baby- 
boom generation gelling up in age. 
there will be a tremendous met ease 
in demand for a variety of health 
care professionals in the years to 
come. This program will allow 
students lo get in that game in iusl 
two short years. 

Melee is a strong believer in 
a health-care career. "The Held i 
continuously quite strong in job 
placement. It also prov ides some- 
thing that most fields lack— job 
mobility. Health professionals in 
Alabama are performing the same 
procedures as those all over the 
country," Mellec said. 

Academic Dean Arthur 
Howington is also sold. 'This is 
great for Wallace Stale as well as 
Shelton Stale. Any time twojun- 
ior or community colleges can 
work together, it is a positive 
thing." 

Wallace of Hanceville is 
located about 40 miles north of 
Birmingham, off of 1-65. The 
college has a dormitory program 
at a cost of $675 per semester, 
double occupancy.

Should we blame the media for the tragedy in Littleton? 



The recent tragedy inCoIo- 
rado has brought home a lot of 
emotion from the students of 
Shelton's mass communication 
class. 

Ranging from fear to out- 
right anger, everyone agrees 
something must be done to pre- 
vent this from happening again. 
Tlie question asked of the stu- 
dents was whether or not the 
media was a cause or a factor in 
the horror. 

Although it is not easy l<- 
assess the blame in a situation 
like this, some students • the 
problem clearly. "I think until 
this country docs something about 
guns and violence this will con- 
tinue to happen," says Shelton 
mass comm. student Elizabeth 
Hulls. "I believe many things 
contributed lo this tragedy not 
only the media." 

It is the media's responsi- 
bility lo report the news. What's 
left up to chance is how they 
portray it and in what quantity the 
coverage is run, whether they run 
the coverage once a day or once 

- 

an hour. What you see can affect 
the way you view things. "As far 
as the media goes, I think they 
take the coverage a little too far 
sometimes by glorifying the 
story," said fellow student Bran- 
don Lee. 

Demondre Tucker brings 
up a point in how the coverage is 
done. "The media, in my opin- 
ion, just dug deep in to find sto- 
ries about the students. They 
found extensive information 
about the young murders. It is 
really an individual's opinion if 
the media glamourized the situa- 
tion. I believe they're just giving

Back in 
Washington, D.C., where he teaches at the 
Corcoran School of Art, Christenberry be- 
gan to build sculptures based on his photo- 
graphs. He eventually came to be collected 
by art lovers the world over, and his works 
have won numerous awards and been placed 
in many museums.

The soft-spoken Christenberry won 
over his audience completely, with more 
than one person swearing to never look at the 
world around them the same way again.
